Retirement Plans 


Dr. Richard G. Brill mil retire next 
June after serving twenty-six years as 
superintendent of the ' California 
School for the Deaf, Riverside. 

Dr. Brill has accepted the Dr. 
Powrie Doctor Chair as Professor of 
Deaf Studies at Gallaudet College in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Dr. Powrie Doctor Chair is 
awarded each year to a leading 
educator of the deaf for outstanding 
contributions in the field of deaf 
education. 

Dr. Brill came to Riverside in 1951 
to supervise contruction and hire 


teachers for the state’s second school 
for the deaf. 

The school opened in February of 
1953 with an enrollment of 56 
students and teachers. Today the 
school has an enrollment of 570 
students and 134 teachers. 

Dr. Brill holds a doctorate from 
Rutgers University and degrees from 
Galluadet College and the University 
of California, Berkeley. 

Dr. Brill and his wife Ruth plan to 
retire to their home in San Clemente 
after completing his year of work at 
Gallaudet.

In Library-Media Services, we are “off 
and running” . . . running three elective 
classes (free reading, media skills, and 
broadcast journalism); running off lots of 
spirit masters and transparencies on our 
copy machines for teachers; running the 
new editing and recording equipment in 
the TV studio; and running around in 
circles getting ready for the bi-annual 
book fair in November. 

This year, the Media Center welcomes 
its first class. Every day, six high school 
juniors meet to learn various skills in- 
volved in the production of instructional 
materials. For the first two weeks of the 
term, the students mastered the techniques 
of dry mounting and laminating. They also 
learned how to produce color-lift trans- 
parencies from magazine photos. Their 
teacher, Ms. Weiner, reports that the stu- 
dents completed many assignments for 
teachers in the High School who had re- 
quested that their materials be dry-mount- 
ed and laminated. 


Mr. Gerald Burstein, the Coordinator of 
the Library-Media Services continues to 
serve on -the selection committee for Cap- 
tioned Films for the Deaf. At the upcom- 
ing meeting this month, Mr, Burstein, as 
a participant, will preview new educational 
films and recommend that the committee’s 
selections be added to the captioned films 
list. The committee will also be evaluating 
adult education films for the first time. 


Our librarian, Miss Johnson, attended 
summer school at CSUN where she com- 
pleted a statistics course. After returning 
to CSDR, Miss Johnson began rearrang- 
ing the main library with the new furni- 
ture that arrived during summer. Miss 
Johnson is very pleased with her new 
office which was constructed with port- 
able walls. The old office has been trans- 
formed into a workroom for the library 
science students. 


Miss Johnson is now making plans for 
the Fall Book Fair that will be held 
November 8-12 during Children’s Book 
Week. Once again, there will be a book- 
mark design contest for the students in 
the Elementary School and Unit I in 
DMHU. Prizes will be awarded to winners. 

One important piece of information from 
our librarian concerns a new service de- 
signed to make the public library more 
accessible to the deaf community. Miss 
Johnson would like us to be aware of the 
toll free 24-hour TTY library service pro- 
vided by the Metropolitan Cooperative 
Library System. The number to call for 
library information is 800-352-3498. 


CSDR’s Educational TV Specialist, Mr. 
Strahan, informs us that there has been 
much happening in the TV studio in the 
past months. Throughout the summer, 
workmen dug trenches on campus and laid 
the wires necessary to connect the resid- 
ence halls to the closed circuit television 
system. In the near future, the residence 
halls will be receiving captioned and inter- 
preted programs from the TV studio dur- 
ing the evenings.

A prime ingredient to the success of any 
football program is the ability to motivate 
a team.
